Ms Maria de Lourdes Pintasilgo is former Secretary of State for Social Welfare in Portugal, 
1974; Portuguese Ambassador to UNESCO 1976-79; Prime Minister of the V Constitutional 
Government of Portugal 1979; Advisor to the President of the Republic (1981-85) and candidate 
for the office of President in 1986. Her distinguished career includes active participation 
in the women's movement, as Chairman of the Interministerial Commission for Social Policy 
Concerning Women for 1970-74, and in international affairs as a current member of the Board 
of the World Policy Institute, the United Nations University Council, the Club of Rome, to 
mention but a few. =

LA QUESTION DU SUJET 


Il est temps de revenir 4 la question du sujet: celui qui “est” en 
philosophie, qui “écrit” en littérature, qui "“fonctionne” socialement et 
politiquement en anthropologie, pour ne nommer que quelques 
disciplines ou cette question s'est déja posée de fagon explicite. 
Comment I'étre, femme ou homme, rend-il le monde intelligible? 

Sommes-nous encore a l'époque du systéme et de la pensée 
systématique? Le structuralisme européen des années soixante, le 
post-structuralisme depuis la déconstruction sur le continent nord- 
américain dans la période suivante, se sont fondés pour une large 
part sur une critique des conceptions classiques du sujet et de 
histoire. Or, dans les analyses structuralistes, et méme post- 
Sstructuralistes, il y a toujours un sujet a l'oeuvre. 

Comment convient-il de penser les conditions et les 
conséquences de la question du sujet--non pour la refuser mais pour 
la mesurer, l'interroger et la comprendre dans le contexte actuel? 
Faut-il que le “retour” a une pensée du sujet se présente comme 
réactionnaire--au figural pour le pictural, au récit pour la littérature, 
aux récits de vie pour l'histoire et la sociologie, etc.? 

Quelles sont les alternatives? Qu'ont a en dire les diverses 
disciplines ow la question se trouve posée et qui révisent aujourd'hui 
leurs principaux présupposés? 

Ce séminaire se donnera pour but de faire le point sur la 
problématique du sujet telle qu'elle apparait aujourd'hui dans les 
principales branches des sciences humaines avec l'ambition 
d‘élaborer de nouvelles positions.
